She should never have 
the chance, and she never would have it, if the mother was not careless 

The responsibility of the old fashioned mothers, whom it is the 
fashion now days to decry never relaxed until the daughter was mar- 
ried. Then the girl was supposed to have sense enough to take care 
of herself, and at any rate it was her hysband’s duty to see that she 
did. But the modern mother seems 4§ shut her eye and drop the bur- 
den of her duties when the daughter is weaned, and the result is that 
while we never talked more about laws to encourage and produce mor- 
ality, we never had so much immorality to contend with. The reform 
should not begin with the daughters. It should begin with the higher 
ups, who in this case are the mothers who neglect their duties.

GIRL =BOOTBLAGK

OKLAHOMA CITY, June 1.—The 
Trades and Labor Council has made 
sharp answer to the claim that or- 
ganized labor is fighting the employ- 
ment of girls in shoe shining estab- 
Hshments in this city because the 
girls are not organized.

girlhood and womanhood labor to the 
extent that it besmirches the fair 
name of this city and state. We sor- 
rowfully deplore the condition that 
compels ‘girls and women to humble 
themselves to shine the shoes of the 
stronger sex.”
